is it yet Knows when he wil) appear in Publick : 
And the Marquis of Monie-Leore, who came bi- 
ther with him, hes not ver afflum'd any Charaer. 
We have advice, that ch. Imperialifts have poff: 
themfelves cf Boodeno, and of feveral cther Places 
in the Ferrazezr, snd that they have ever block’d 
up the Town of Ferrara, This il! News bas ftruck 
agreat Terrour into she Pope, who has thereupon 
held this Weck feveral Councils of War: But 
what vexes him yet more is to fee ‘he People of this 
Ciry, and even the Nobility, diffitisficd with him 


to that degree, that when he goes abroad now, he 


is attended only by bis own Mimft:1s and Officers. 
Orders are given to Wall up feveral Garces of this 
City: Bur Orders are likewife fent vo M. Pisftri, 
who was baying up a grea Quanriry of Provifions 
for the Pepe’s Army, to fufpend the fame for fome 
time: Watch gives ground to believe, that in the 
Councils of War of which we were fpeaking, it hes 
been refolv’d, ac ivaft to hearken to an Accommoda- 
tion with the Emperour ; bur this is only a Conjec- 
ture, the treth of which Time will difcover. A 
Galiot of Narles, which was driven by ftrels of 
Weather ino the Port of Nertuno, has been ftopp’d 
thee and difsrm’d, becaufe the belp’d to take three 
Barks which carry'd the Pope’s Colours, 

Venice Nov. 9. ‘Tis corfirm’d from all Parts 
that the Impcrialifis have taken Bondeo and Srel- 
lara, and poffes’d rhemfelves of Lago Scuro, which 
the Pope’s Troops bad abahdon'd. Several of the 
Soldiers who were msde Priforers of War at Bon- 
dno, have found Means to make their efcape, bur 
800 others have bren conducted to Mantua ; where 
Captain Peleoli, and feveral other Officert have been 
fet at Liberry nnor cheir Parole. The Imperialifts 
ars fortif.ing Bondeno. They have block’d up the 
Town of Ferrara, nd pretend to winter their Ca- 
valrv in the Lower Romania, where there is plenty 
ofMorrsge.

The Imperialifts found 
great Quantities of Ammanition in Bondeno and 
Scellata ; and the Pope’s Troops that were taken in 
thofe Towns are expected here every Day, they 
being to be employ’d gon the Portifications of our 
Citadel. Our Council of State are fending M. Ar- 
chinto to Turin on Account of the Duke-of Savay’s 
having forbid the carrying of Horfes out of bis Ter- 
fitories into ours, Several Cannon and Mortars are 
_ upon new Carriages, but we know not to what 

od; yet there isa Report that in cafe the Diffe- 
rences between the Courts of Rome and Vienna be 
not foon adjufted, they will be employ’d againft 
Bologna ; which Place ‘tis faid will be be- 
fieg’d or Bombarded atthe fame time with Fer- 
rara.

La Baffee. Nov. 12. General Wacketharth, who 
commands in chief the Froops in thefe Parts, con- 
fitting of three Bactallions of Saxons, three of Hef- 


fians, four of Duich, and of thirty’ Squadrons, put 


bimfelf on the march she oth with fix Batrallions 
and twelve Squadrons, having’ the Prince d’ Au- 


vergue with him. They went dud encamp’d he- 
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Yond the Lens, between Doway afd Arras, and 
having made themfelves Mafters of 2 Village caii’d 
Carcuf, of the Churchyard, and of the Morals, 
woere the Pcafanrs aad got together. a great Quan. 
tity of Corn, iaey commanied immediately 600 
Horfe and Dragoons, and as many Foor, ro thrath 
the faid Corn, promifing them a Crown fox each 
Sack. The reft of the Troops were pofted in fe- 
veral places to cover our Men. But the toch in che 
Afternoon a Detachment of the Enemy, confifting of 
between 39 and 40 Squaircas was fren advancing to- 
wards us {rom the ‘fide of Arras; but we not being 
firong enough to refit them, “twas judg’d convenient 
afier our Lefchad skirmith’d wich chem for foate time 
ro retire by favour of the Nighr, on chis fide che 
Canal of Lens: which we accordingly did ; fo that 
our Men beisg cover'd by the Fosr, continu’d to 
thrafh the Corn till tais Day abour Noon, when the 
Enemy being reinfo'c'd to the Namber of 50 Squa- 
drons, and with fome Infantry, who were drawn 
out of the Garrifons of Arras, Bethune and ocher 
Places, advanc’d to attack us: upon which Geoeral 
Wackerbarth, feeing himfelf much inferiour in Num- 
ber, retir’d hither this Evening; fo that we know 
not yet what Quantiry of Cora they have broughe 
in. M. Carpenter, Major of Brigade who was 
fent to carry ieme Orders when our Left was skir- 
mifhisg with the Exemy on the roth, happen’d ss 
he came back, co fall into their Hands, cogecher 
with 4 Troopers, and were all made Prifoncrs, We 
continue 10 fortify this Place, and to puc it ina 
Condition of Defence. 

La B:ffee, Nov. 14. The Derachment which re- 
turn’d hicher the 12ch, brought with them a great 
Quantity of Corn, The Works round this Town 
are ftill carry’d on with the utmoft Diligence.

Arras, Nov. 19. The Duke of Berwick is expe@- 
ed back here this Evening from Mdons, where he has 
been to confer with the Elector of Bavaris. The 
French Troops that lie encamp'd near the Abbey of 
Eftrau, are reinforc’'d by a confiderable Detachment 
of Horfe. We begin to fear that a ftrong Body of 
the Enemy will take up their Winier-Quarters his 
Year in the Country of Artois.
